Canada fas a goodly number of problems awaiting soliution on her 
lands at present, but it is doubtful if any one presents greater difficul- 
ties, or is fraught with such danger ‘to the country if not solved, than 
the National Railways. The annual deficit is so staggering—amount- 
Ing to almost as much as the total revenue of the Dominion only a com- 
paratively few years before the war—and is increasing rather than dimin- 
ishing, notwithstanding the heavy advances in passenger and freight 
rates, that the people have real cause for concern. 

Nothing is to be gained now by trying to saddle the responsibility 
for policies which have resulted in the present deplorable situation, as 
many party politicians are persisting in endeavoring to do. Each of the 
(wo political parties which have guided the national policies of Canada 
in the past have a share of that responsibility to carry. Both inaugur- 
ated policies aa encouraged the building of thousands of miles of at 
present unprofitable fines, no doubt with the best intentions and in an 
honest and sincere desire to devclop the vast resources of the Dominion. 
Perhaps, not least of all, the people are themsclves to blame because they 
demanded the construction of these” lines, and approved and supported. 
the Governments which provided for them. 

It is no use crying over spilt milk. ‘Lhe situation exists, the prob- 
lem has been created, intensified and made the more difficult because 
of the war. Jt must now be faced and a solution found. 

That solution is not to be found in political bickerings, but in a unit- 
ed and patriotic determination to get at the rock bottom facts. When 
a man is desperately sick, the first important thing ‘is a thorough diag- 
nosis of the case, and, if il is discovered that a severe operation is neces- 
sary, to apply the knife with courage and determination, The same 
thing holds true of the National Railways. If there is mismanagement, 
waste and extravagance, it must be cut out; if there is a lack of good 
judgment shown in financial management, or in the operation of the road, 
there must he improvement brought about without loss of time; if the 


(ae 


service given the public is not such as to merit confidence and attract 
business which ought to be had, then the service must be improved and 
made to comiand public support. 

But it is becoming more and more apparent that th€se things alone 
will not have the effect of completely wiping out the annually recurring 
deficits. Jirst and foremost, all such needed reforms must be effected, 
but there must be something even more constructive in order to build 
up the National Railways. To state it concisely, the Federal Govern- 
ment, assisted by all the Provincial Governments, must bring into cffect 
policies that will have the effect of building up Canada and thus build 
yp the National Railways. In other words, the most far-secing policies 
must be evolved to encourage and speed up the development for use of 
the natural resources of Canada from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 

Only through the development of our resources can business be 
created in enormous volume to provide that increase in traffic which will 
put the railways upon a‘ firm financfal foundation. Increases.in rates, 
up to a certain point, may produce more revenue, but raised beyond that 
point and the effect is loss of revenue because of an even greater loss of 
trafic. It is open to question whether ‘railway rates have not already 
been increased beyond the point where they are operating to increase 
wevenuc, but are rather adding to the debit side of the railway ledger. 

The statement will hardly be challenged that, at the present time, 
the Federal Parliament is doitig little or nothing“towards developing the 
rich natural resources of the Dominion. Rather it is “marking time” 
on the question, Ontario, with its development of the hydro system, 
and Quebce, with. its progressive Provincial policies for better highways 
and scientific agricultural development, are doing more for the enrich- 
ment of Canada today by the utilization of natural resources than any- 
thing the Federal Parliament is attempting. The development of the 
natural resources of these Western Provinces is largely at a standstill, 
while Federal and Provincial authorities debate the, question of owner- 
ship and control of those resources. The Provinces cannot proceed to 
develop them because they have no control over them; the Federal Gov- 
ernment is not doing so,.pending a decision as to the terms and condi- 
tions of transfer of such resources to the Provinces. bd 

In the meantime, untold wealth lies dormant, and thousands of miles 
of rai!way are hungering for traffic -they cannot get because it does not 
exist because of non-development of the resources of the country 
through which the railways operate. Yet they must operate even

Freight Rates 


Chairman of Railway Commission 
Advocates Immediate Adjustment 
With Labor, 

Vancouver.—Only by dispensing 
with unnecessary train services and 
by reducing wages, can freight rates 
be brought down, Hon, FP. B. Carvell, 
chairman of the Dominion Railway 
told members of the 
Club, in addressing them 


Kiwanis 
here, 

“We have built too many railways. 
There is too much duplication of 
services, These must be cut down, 
and the problem is where to begin. 
The people want lower freight rates, 
but they will not permit us to cut off 
costly Sunday trains without a howl 
of protest. The country must make 
up its mind that some services must 
be foregone if rates are ever to come 
down,” he said. : 

“Next-to the unnecessary train ser- 
vices,” he continued, “the greatest 
factor in maintaining high rates are 
the wages which have to be paid as 
the result of the McAdoo award of 
1918, and the Chicago award of July, 
1920. There are station agents on 
the Canadian National: Railways 
whose wages are from $120 to $225 a 
month, but who'are making from $75 
to $125 a weck as the result of over- 
time.” 

“Tf the public is willing to have 
these things go on, then it cannot 
look for any decrease in freight rates, 
Not only this, but I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that rates will have to 
go higher yct. “ The railways simply 
cannot make ends meet on even the 
present high rates, if they have to 
operate unnecessary trains and 
such exorbitant wages,” Mr, Carvell 
declared, 5 


Vindicates Transcontinental 


Diversion of. Trafic. Now Going, 
Through U.S. Is Sought By 
Senate, 

Ottawa—The Senate discussed the 
National Transcontinental Railway 
and the diversion of Canadian grain 
through United States ports. Al- 
though no definite action was taken 
in thetatter regard, there was gencral 
approval of the necessity of immiedi- 
ate investigation into such diversion, 
The subject arose in continued de- 
bate on the export trade of Quebec. 
Senator Lorne Webster said that 
the contract between the National 
Transcontinental and the City of 
Quebec, made in 4904 and confirmed 

in 1910 was unfulfilled. 

The Transcontinental had reduced 
the distance between Quebee and 
Winnipeg by 200 miles and had also 
reduced the gradcs. Since 1916, how- 
ever, not a bushel of grain had come 
over the line to Quebec, 

The water and rail rate from Win- 
nipeg to New York was 33.9 cents 
per bushel and all-rail from Winnt- 
peg to Quebec was 36 cents, 

In recent years there has Deen 
shipped from the west 1,096,000,000 
bushels of grain and of this amount 
518,000,000 bushels had gone via New 
York, Of the remainder, a great deal 
was manufactured into flour, leaving 
only a small quantity to export 
through Canadian ports. This dis- 
crimination was unfair, as the Cana- 
dian water routes had been made per- 
fectly safe by aids to navigation, The 
matter called for immediate investi- 
gation, 

Senator J. P. B. Casgrain said that 
the debate vindicated the policy «af 
the construction of the Transcontin- 
ental Railway. That railway had 
shortened the mileage between Win- 
nip.g, and Quebee by 220 miles and 
shortened the time of travel by 14 
hours, and was one of the greatest 
railways in the world.

London.—With the breakdown of 
the conference between the coal own- 
ers and the striking miners concern 
ing the-wage dispute, and the pending 
decision of the railway to join the 
transport workers in supporting the 
miners, Great Britain is facing a great 
industrial crisis. Premier Lloyd 
George, who has attempted media- 
tion, announced the complete rupture 
of the negotiations to the House of 
Commons, making the significant 
that the issue raised was 
much wider than that of wages. 

This was interpreted generally as 
meaning that the government and 
miners, to all intents and purposes, 
are again at grips over the old ques- 
tion of nationalizing the mines, 

Some hope centred in the sub- 
sequent debate in the Commons when 
J. R. Clynes, chairman of the parlia- 
mentary labor party, and others 
pleaded with the Prime Minister to 
call ‘the miners and owners again to- 
gether with neither side offering con- 
ditions as the basis for the re-opcn- 
ing. of negotiations, 

Both the railway and the transport 
men state their intention of giving 
the miners full support, but no in- 
timation was forthcoming as to 
whether this would mean a nation- 
wide strike, 

The government on the other hand 
continues its preparations to meet 
any emergency with the employment 
of all the facilities of the army and 
navy. 

The failure of the conference, Mr, 
Lloyd George declared, came as a 
consequence of refusal of the Min- 
ers’ Federation to allow the pump- 
men to return to. work until’ the 
miners’ conditions of national wage 
system and a_ national profits pool, 
had been accepted. The premier add- 
ed that since it had been made clear 
the Miners’ Federation ould not 
consider any settlement except in con- 
ceding their demands in full, the gov- 
ernment, relying on the assistance of 
the great mass of the people, must 
take every means in its power to meet 
the situation. The view of the Min- 
ers’ Federation, Mr. Lloyd George as 
serted, was that to permit the pump- 
erg to return, would be to- relinquish 
the weapon with which the miners 
hoped to bring the government and 
the mine owners to a speedy vcept- 
ance of their terms. 

Amidst the cheers from the gov- 
ernment benches, the premier declar- 
ed that the issue raised was much 
wider than that of what wages should 
be paid., He had always kept an 
open mind on the ques\ion of wages

Province Last Season. 


Practically-all of the big game hunt- 
ers who went up into Northern Sas- 
katchewan last fall in quest of sport 
have made their returns to the chief 
game guardian, F. Bradshaw. _ His 
report shows that during last season 
a total of 2,170 big game animals were 
secured by the 3,000 licensed hunters 
-in tle province, including 80 caribou, 
870 deer and 1,200 moose, (¢ 

Mr. Bradshaw has a map showing 
the number of caribou, deer and 
moose killed in each township. This 
jshows graphically the range of these 
animals. North of Prince Albert is 
the caribou country, and while moose 
have been secured all across the prov- 
ince from Onion Lake eastwards, they 
were most plentiful within easy reach 
of the railway from Crooked River 
east to the boundary, where as many 
as 16 have been killed in one town- 
ship.

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Nature Restores 
Timber Rapidly 


Ontario Farmer Demonstrates What 
Nature Will Do If Left Alone, 


The comparative rapidity with 
which mature will restore timber 
growth is shown by the expericnce of 
Mr. William Keppy, of Magnetawan, 
Ont, 

“Spruce trees planfed on my place 
30 years ago have since reached a 
height of 40 feet and a diameter of a 
foot to 16 inches, This was the re- 
sult of artificial planting. It is sur- 
prising what nature will do if left 
alone, however. A portion of our 
farm, unsuited to agriculture pur- 
poses, burned over 28 years ago, is 
now thickly covered with spruce, bal- 
same and pine, many of the trecs 25 
feet high.” 


A Word for Barley 


Late Seeding Should Be Thicker 
Than Early Seeding. 


The College of Agriculture, at Ed- 
monton, from a study of this ques 
tion in all parts of the provinces, 
states that “wheat should be sown 
first, as carly as the land will work 
to advantage. Oats and barlev 
should be sown as soon after whicat 
as convenient. When oats and bar- 
ley are sown after May 20, a maxi- 
mum crop of good quality is not co 
certain, In localities that suffer fen 
het ‘winds in the late summer crop 
should be sown as early as possible; 
if the hot winds come carly in tke 
summer then possibly a little later 
seeding may be better”’ Thinly 
seeded crops withstand dry weather 
best, while thickly seeded crops ma- 
ture earlier, Late seeding, if tricd, 
should be thicker than early secding.

~ Deflation 


Restoration of Equilibrium Is a 
Painful Process, 


Business awaits restoration 
equilibrium by labor, which will take 
its cue from the Railroad Labor 
Board. Price deflation has thrown 
agriculture violently out of balance. 
Much higher prices for soil products 
cannot be expected without revived 
foreign markets, 

Restoration of equilibrium by 
downward revision of prices is pain- 
fully difficult because it encounters 
opposition everywhere and labor itself 
is most of the cost of anything. De- 
flation is slowest where most dealers 
and most workers co-ordinate or sup- 
plement one another’s opposition, but 
the ultimate net results for all are as 
sure as sunset, 

Railroad wages and working condi- 
tions, which used to establish a sort 
of general basis for industry, have 
been fitted to a war peak level of liv- 
ing costs and a Government control 
policy, necessitating a normal 
schedule of rates for railroad solv- 
ency perhaps higher than normal traf- 
fic will bear. Many railroad man- 
agers think it is, but they prefer to 
await general business revival before 
attempting to determine what the 
downward revision should be. It 
will depend very largely on the Rail-
